‘ Sheriff Grimes’ idea with anything ap- 
' proaching enthusiasm. 


The sheriff's contention is that the 
county can be policed more effectively and 
economically under his office than under 
the present plan. This is difficult to be- 
lieve in view of past county police opera- 
tions and the publicity given last summer 
to the unsavory records of some of the 
deputies in the sheriff's office itself. 

The Plan of Improvement was adopted 
after long and careful study and is the 
greatest forward step the city and county 
ever took. Being a human instrument, 
there are flaws in it, but they can be 
corrected within the framework of the 
plan. 

Certainly violating the spirit and intent 
of this plan as Sheriff Grimes proposes 
to do is a move back to the chaos, over- 
lapping functions and extravagances that 
preceded this mutual effort for the com- 
mon good. 

Some students of government believe 
that the office of sheriff has become 
obsolete in urban counties like Fulton 
and that its remaining functions should 
be parceled out to other divisions of the 
county governments in the interests of 
efficiency and economy. 

This may or may not be true. But 


' certainly there is no popular clamor to 
\ give this debatable office a transfusion 
- in the way of an enormously increased 


payroll. 


If the county needs more police they 
can be obtained under the Plan of Im- 
provement. They will be active and well 
trained ones, too, and not,just additions 
to the parking problem in the county’s 
unincorporated shopping centers.

Voter Registration Is 
A Major Local Problem 


The Metropolitan Voting Council re- 
ports that almost eight out of every 10 
voters registered in Fulton and DeKalb 
counties ‘voted in the recent election. 
This is one of the best records ever 
achieved here and speaks well for the 
good work of the council and of other 
groups who have worked to stimulate 
interest in voting. 

But, as in the past, the number vot- 
ing in relation to population was only 
about Half that of the national average. 
This, the council points out, is because 
so many eligible voters are not regis- 
tered. In other words, registration lists 
would have to be doubled if the area is 
to equal the national voting record. 


The percentage of the population in 
Fulton County registered to vote dropped 
from 24.8 per cent to 22.8 per cent since 
1952 although total population increased 
phenomenally. DeKalb registration 
dropped from 34.4 per cent to 30.5 per 


. cent. 


The big problem then is registration. 

The council will begin an intensive 
effort in January to get all citizens to 
register while purchasing their car tags 
and while returning their taxes. It will 
require only a slight extra effort to go 
to the registration office at the same time. 
And surely all taxpayers should be in- 
terested in how their money is spent— 


. interested enough to register and vote. 


Some thought should be given, too, to 


keeping registration lists open until the 
_ last possible -mdbment before elections.

Georgia Is Winning 
Battle Against Rabies" 


In the eternal warfare, man against 
disease, a battle is gradually being won 
on Georgia grounds. 


Rabies in the state has been remark- 
ably reduced in the last 10 years. 


In 1946 tests of animal heads sent to 
the state health department laboratory 
showed positive for rabies in 808 cases. 
In the first nine months of this year there 
have been only 81 positive reports. 


The fewer rabid animals the fewer 
cases of this dread disease among humans. 
The objective, of course, is the eradi- 
cation of rabies. The British Isles vir- 
tually have atfained that objective by rigid 
control of domestic animals and pets. 

In Georgia the finger points to the 
fox as mostly to blame for the rabies we 
have left. Of the 81 positive reports on 
animal heads this year, 47 have been 
on foxes. 

State health officials, federal officials, 
wildlife and game and fish commission 
people are ganging up on the fox. Even 
the Army has entered the fight. Dozens 
of foxes have been rounded up on the

Seek Virus 
Hideaways 


By Dr. T. R. VAN DELLEN 


Where does the influenza virus 
go in the summer and the polio 
virus in the winter? When an epi- 
demic strikes, how does the first 
case develop the disease? 

These questions are of interest 
to physicians in their fight against 
infectious disorders. 

Dr. Winston H. Price says there 
is a possibility that in the summer 
months the flu virus lives in in- 
sects, such as mosquitoes or ticks. 
This theory never has been proved 
but is not too farfetched. The mi- 
crobes have not been found in 
these insects but they may escape 
detection because of existing in a 
modified form. 


This situation occurs in Rocky 
mountain spotted fever. The 
causative rickettsial organism is 
transmitted to man via the bite 
of an infected tick, which gets 
the germ from rodents harbor- 
ing it. 

Man is incidental, so far as this 
malady is concerned. Infected ticks 
bite susceptible animals, which 
then contaminate uninfected ticks 
feeding on them. 

The parasites live in the insects 
in a harmless stage but can be 
reactivated by placing the ticks in 
a warm environment or giving 
them blood to feed on. These exper- 
iments show that an infective agent 


may stay in the insects in a form 
that is not detectable by ordinary 
laboratory techniques. 

Dr. Price states there have been 
no major epidemics of flue between 
May and November. In his re- 
search, numerous studies ‘were 
Gone on the blood and secretions 
of medical students and nurses at 
various times of the year. No virus 
could be isolated from throat se- 
cretions during the summer of 1954, 
even though a flue epidemic start- 
ed in December of that year. 


This convinced the researcher 
that the causative virus was not 
roosting in the throat, waiting 
for cold weather and lowered re- 
sistance to take hold. 


On the other hand, the organism 
may spend its summer vacation 
deep in the lungs. Dr. Price isolat- 
ed the virus from tiny bronchi in 
three persons whose chests were 
opened to remove tumors or other 
noninfectious abnormalities.

Diggers Find Greeks’ Way 
With Words May Be a Copy 


By CHARLES SOPKIN 


That the Greeks may have had a word for it even before Greek 
was spoken was the subject Wednesday night of a lecture at Emory 


University. 

Dr. Emmett L. Bennett, a pro- 
fessor of classics at Yale Univer- 
sity, told an audience of 40 per- 
sons that the deciphering of the 
Mycenaean Scripts revealed that 
the language on the tablets may 
have been the form from which 
Greek evolved. 

The clay tablets that have been 
found on the island of Crete were 
named for the site of the ancient 
city of Mycenae. 

Bennett said they describe some 
of the commercial aspects of a 


civilization that existed approxi- 


mately 3,500 years ago. 

The first requisite, Bennett 
pointed out, in cracking any an- 
cient language, is to find a group 
of tablets that bear the sign- 
like gibberish on them. Then 
signs that have a similar vowel 


and consonant elements are 
grouped together until a definite 
pattern is found. After trial and 
error, one is able to decipher 
words. 

A tablet, evidently from an 
ancient drug store that dealt with 
herbs exclusively, proclaimed: 
“‘Nose-smart, celery, sesame, 
mint, safflower and pennyroyal.”

Basketball in the Southeast- 
ern Conference begins Friday 
night and on the eve of the 
opener, SEC coaches agree on 
but two things: 1. The cham- 
pionship race will be wide open;

Alabama won the SEC cham- 
pionship last year with a bril- 
liant burst of strength but after 
its finest moment lost not only 
the five regulars who had mo- 
nopolized the Tide’s playing 
time to graduation, but its 
coach, Johnny Dee. 

How great a tumble the Tide 
is expected to take is shown 
by the fact that not one of the 
12 SEC coaches answering The 
Constitution’s annual pre-season 
query gave Alabama even an 
outside chance at the cham- 
pionship. 

Actually, only 11 coaches 
voted this season, the third 
they nave been giving The 
Constitution exclusive cap- 
sule previews on how they 
believe the campaign will un- 
fold. Dr. Eugene Lambert, new 
Alabama coach, disqualified 
himself as a preseason expert 
in view of his lack of knowl- 
edge of the league and his own 
players. 

Summing up the coaches’ 


opinions, Vanderbilt and Ken- 
tucky, the two clubs that 
battled Alabama all the way 
last year, should go at it again 
for the title.

Jewry Celebrating ‘Feast of Lights’ 


More than 2,000 years ago, in 
165 B.C., a miracle took place in 
the Temple at Jerusalem. 


Three years earlier, in 168 B.C., 
Antiochus, emperor of Syria, had 
captured the synagogue and set 
up his own pagan idols there. 


For those three years, a small 
band of Jewish patriots led by 
Judas Maccabeaus fought against 
the Syrians. 

In 165 B.C., they recaptured 
the Temple for the people. 

But when they returned to the 
Temple, they found only one day’s 
supply of holy oil. And, according 
to tradition, oil to be used in the 
Temple lamp must first be puri- 
fied for seven days. 

In what seemed to be a hope- 


less battle against time, Judas 
and his band prayed and the oil 
miraculously lasted until a new 
supply of oil had been purified. 

Thus originates the eight-day 
Hanukah celebration which -has 
been observed through the years 
as the ‘‘Feast of Lights’’ or the 
“Feast of Dedication’’ by Jewish 
communities. 


The celebration this year began 
on Wednesday evening at sun- 
down, and Jewish congregations 
will hold services during the en- 
tire period. 

In Atlanta, each of the Jewish 
congregations has scheduled sev- 
eral services during the eight-day 
celebration. 

Beth Jacob congregation will 


hold a Carnival of Lights at 5:30 
p.m. Thursday and a special pro- 
gram will be held at 10:15 a.m.

North in bidding today’s hand 
placed his partner in a hazardous 
contract, but South redeemed 
North in the play. 

It is with North’s second bid 
that we take issue. He considered 
that he held the equal of an open- 
ing bid facing a partner who had 
opened the bidding, and, there- 
fore, felt that game should be 
reached. He seems to have over- 
looked the fact that this refers to 
nine or 10 trick games. Where 
a minor suit game is in contem- 
plation, the partnership will re- 
quire a little more. 

In support of diamonds, the 
North hand is worth 14 points 
(13 in high cards and one for 
distribution). Now, if opener has 
a minimum hand counting only 
13 points, there will be no game 
in diamonds, for such a game 
requires 28 or 29 points, but there 
may be a game in no trump, 
which requires about 26 high card 
points. In this case, a more re- 
strained raise to only three dia- 
monds would have been sounder 
strategy, permitting opener to 
try for a no trump* game if his 
hand is suitable. 

The queen of spades was 
opened, and had declarer fallen 
into the error of taking this trick, 
the contract could not have been 
fulfilled.
